Claims 1-137 (cancelled) 

Claim 1 38 (currently amended): An article comprising: 

a plurality of fill yams and warp yams woven to form a fabric having a 1511 yam round 
packed cover factor of at least about 75% and a warp yarn round packed cover factor of at least 
about 26%, the fabric including therein in at least one of warp and lill directions a yarn 
comprising at least one fiber of a first type and least one fiber of a type different from the first 
type said at least one fiber of said first tvne an d said at least one fiber of said tvne differe nt from 
Said first tVPg being substantially no r mal to a cross section of said vam. i i r uwH a H r- 1 i r > r: tantioHy 
parallel to each other within said fabric. 

Claim 1 39 (Previously added): The article as in claim 1 38, wherein the fabric has a fill 
yarn round packed cover factor of at least about 88%. 

Claim 1 40 (Previously added): The article as in claim 1 38, wherein the fabric has a warp 
yarn round packed cover factor of at least about 76%. 

Claim 141 (Previously added): The article as in claim 1 38, wherein the plurality of fill 
yarns and warp yams includes a first yarn comprising fibers of the first type and second yam 
comprising fibers of the type different from the first type. 

Claiml42 (Previously added): The article as in claim 141, wherein the first yam consists 
essentially of fibers of the first type and the second yam consists essentially of fibers orthe type 
different from the first type. 

Claim 143(Previously added): The article as in claim 138, wherein the plurality of fill 
yarns and warp yams includes at least one yam comprising at least a first fiber bundle and a 
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second fiber bundle, the first fiber bundle comprising fibers of the first type and the second fiber 
bundle comprising fibers of Che type different from the first type.

yams and warp yarns includes at least one yarn comprising at least a first fiber bundle and a 
second fiber bundle, the first fiber bundle consisting essentially or fibers of the first type and the 
second fiber bundle consisting essentially of fibers of the type different from the first type.

Claim 1 46(Previously added): The article as in claim 145, wherein the first fiber bundle 
and the second fiber bundle are plied together to form the yarn with a secondary ply twist of at 
least about 1/2 that of a primary twist of the first fiber bundle and the second fiber bundle. 

Claiml47 (Previously added): The article as in claim 138, wherein at least one of the fiber 
of the first type and the fiber of a type different from the first type is a fiber having a tensile 
breaking strength of at least about 1 0 g/Denier.

Claim 1 52(Prcviously added): The article as in claim 1 38, wherein the fabric includes 
therein at least one fiber bundle comprising al least one fiber of the first type and at least one 
fiber of a type different from the first type.

comprises a plurality of fibers, at least 5% of which are fibers of the first type.

Claim 1 57(Previously added): The article as in claim 1 54, wherein the fiber bundle 
comprises a plurality of fibers, at least 25% of which are fibers of die first type.

tensile breaking strength of at least about 10 g/Denier, the fiber bundle having a length per unit 
weight exceeding about 50 Cotton Count and a weight per unit length less than about 106 Denier. 

Claim 171. (previously added): The article as in claim 170, wherein the fiber of the first 
type is formed of a material selected from the group consisting of: para-aramids, liquid crystal 
polyesters; ultra-high molecular weight polyethylenes; and poly(p-phenylene-2,6- 
benzobisoxazole) (PRO).

Claim 1 88. (previously added): The article as in claim 1 70, wherein the fiber bundle has a 
length per unit weight exceeding about 60 Cotton Count and a weight per unit length less than 
about 89 Denier. 
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Claim 189. (previously added): The article as in claim 188, wherein the fiber bundle has a 
length per unit weight exceeding about 70 Cotton Count and a weight per unit length less than 
about 76 Denier. 

Claim 1 90. (previously added): The article as in claim 1 89, wherein the fiber bundle has a 
length per unit weight exceeding about 80 Cotton Count and a weight per unit length less than 
about 66 Denier. 

Claim 1 91 . (previously added): The article as in claim 1 70, wherein the fiber bundle 
comprises a plurality of spun staple fibers.

Claim 1 93. (previously added): The article as in claim 191, wherein the fiber bundle is 
Tormcd by a Worsted System spinning process and the length of the staple fibers exceeds about 2 
inches. 

Claim 1 94 (previously amended): The article as in claim 191, wherein the fiber bundle has a 
primary twist multiplier of at least about 2.7. 

Claim 195. (previously added): A yarn comprising the fiber bundle as recited in claim 1 70. 

Claim 1 96. (previously added): A fabric comprising the yarn as recited in claim 1 95. 

Claim 1 97. (previously added): An article of apparel formed, at least in part, from the fabric 
as recited in claim 196.
